The Rochester Land Trust and The Trustees of 
Reservation recently announced their joint effort to 
permanently protect 800 acres of Eastover Farm. This 
farm is well-known to all Rochester residents for its 
striking yellow buildings, the Clydesdale horses, fine 
stone walls, massive Norway maples, and the rolling 
hayfields and pastures that extend to Leonards Pond. The 
Marys Pond Road farm, owned by the extended Hiller 
and Carr families, has had several major crops: dairy 
cows, blueberries, row crops, and more recently, cranber- 
ries. 

While many cranberry growers faced with 
financial difficulty must develop their land into house 
lots, Eastover Farm's owners would prefer to perma- 
nently preserve the working farm land, bogs and woods.

Trustees of Reservations and other conservation organiza- 
tions will own both land and conservation restrictions on 
the 800 acres in Rochester and Marion.

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Daredevil. Starring Ben Affleck and Jennifer Garner. Directed 
by Mark Steven Johnson. Running time: 102 minutes. MPA A 
rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

For a while there in the '80s, Frank Miller halfway legitimized men 
in tights. His magnum opus was 1986's famous Batman: The Dark Knight 
Returns, but the comic book that first got him noticed was his run on 
Daredevil. Bringing his obsession with ninjas and film noir street grit to 
the blind hero — noble lawyer Matt Murdock by day, crusading 
avenger Daredevil by night — Miller set the bar higher for flawed, 
human comic-book heroes. Among the fans of Miller's run was Mark 
Steven Johnson, who has now presented his very own movie version. 
The result is a little like a novelization of a damn good movie: Miller's 
comics were more cinematic than this piece of Daredevil cinema. 

Blinded by toxic chemicals as a boy. Matt developed hyperactive 
senses to compensate: he can smell the perfume of a woman from fifty 
feet away through a wall, he can tell if you're lying by listening to your 
heartbeat (an asset in court). Thishero's journey begins as so many other 
heroes' journey s do, with the death of the father (David Keith, who gives 
Matt's Droken-down boxer dad some rumpled pathos). Somewhere 
along the line. Matt fashions himself a fabulous red leather outfit and 
becomes Daredevil, beating the tar out of criminals that the law can't 
touch. Johnson does a serviceable job of piling this and much more 
exposition into the movie, though it doesn't leave room for much else. 

Matt's (and Daredevil's) emotional downfall comes in the shape of 
Jennifer Garner, as Elektra, a Greek ambassador's daughter intimate 
with martial arts and ninja weaponry. They don't make a terribly 
electric pair here; Affleck gives a pained and conflicted performance — 
and you can take "pained" literally; Matt munches Percocet and other 
painkillers after a hard night on the town — but Garner is athletic and 
robust, a bouncy jock girl, where she needs to be sullen and exotic. The 
let's-capitalize-on-A/z'fls casting is a mistake. 

If anyone emerges from Daredevil as a sex symbol, it won't be the 
latex-clad Affleck or Garner — it's more likely to be Colin Farrell as 
Bullseye, a loose-cannon Irish assassin hired by the city's crime lord the 
Kingpin (Michael Clarke Duncan) to bump off Elektra. Throwing his 
arms out in an arrogant worship-me pose, Farrell' s Bullseye is always 
playing to a wildly appreciative audience in his head. Watching him, I 
was struck anew by tne thought that the villains in Hollywood movies 
know themselves far better than the heroes know themselves; not 



sicklied o'er with the pale cast of thought, Bullseye is free to run amok 
with implements ranging from a paper clip to a peanut, and Farrell gives 
a large-scale performance in what's really, in terms of screen time, a tiny 
supporting role. 

Dareaevil has some of the same problems as last year's lighter- than- 
air Spider-Man. In both, CGI figures do most of the hoofing, and you can 
see why in one unfortunate shot of Ben Affleck attempting to run in his 
head-to-toe leather. If Daredevil is a man without fear, Johnson is 
sometimes a director without shame: It's been a very long time since I 
last saw the camera pan away from lovers to a roaring fireplace. Yet 
Johnson adds some fine touches: Matt sleeping in a sensory-deprivation 
tank; raindrops dappling Elektra' s skin so that Matt, with his super- 
auditory "radar" sense, can "see" her. The first living thing we see 
onscreen is a rat, making it clear that this isn't the well-scrubbed 
Manhattan that Peter Parker swung through. Whenever possible, 
Johnson sticks close to Frank Miller's hard-boiled tone, and he stages a 
key confrontation between Bullseye and Elektra that's note-for-note out 
of the pages of Miller. 

I enjoyed Daredevil while it lasted, but except for Farrell and some 
amusing bits from Jon Favreau as Matt's portly legal partner Foggy 
Nelson, very little of it has stayed with me. The fights are your standard 
quick-cut unscannable fare — God forbid we should see how exactly 
Affleck or Garner manage to raise their legs more than two inches off the 
ground in their crinkly latex — and the last half of the movie seems to 
be devoted to them. Also, I wasn't aware that having augmented senses 
of smell and hearing enables you to dive hundreds of feet down the side 
of a building and then land on an iron balcony without causing your legs 
to telescope into your stomach. These comic-book movies forget that 
we'll buy things in comic books that we can't buy in live action. A movie 
that has the wnerewithal to show Matt popping Demerols should also 
at least gesture in the general direction of the laws of physics.

The school committee members of all four 
districts have voted full support for a strategic planning 
initiative to help establish direction and goals in each of 
the schools for the next five years. At the present time, 
preparations for an 80-person strategic planning confer- 
ence in mid-March are being led by Paul McGowan, an 
education consultant from Ogunquit, ME, and by a 
representative committee of school and community 
members in the three towns. The 16-hour conference 
(March 13, 14 and 15, 2003) will be the idea-generating 
phase of the strategic planning initiative. The invited 
participants will include eight teachers, eight senior 
citizens, nine local government leaders, four school 
committee members, four school administrators, eight 
business leaders, eight parents, eight students, and 24 
community members active in civic activities. 

Following the three-day conference, the goals, 
values and directions that emerge will be put into a report 
for the Joint School Committees to consider. A positive 
vote by the joint ORR /MA Superintendency Union #55 
School Committees on the report will lead to the final step 
in the planning process, the development of five-year 
action plans for each major goal. Each phase of the 
initiative will involve representation subcommittees with

Change in the Weather

Is it just me, or have you noticed that New England meteo- 
rologists — the people I knew simply as ''the weathermen" grow- 
ing up — have probably one of the cushiest jobs in the world? 
Think about it. What other job pays you to calculate, within a 
broad and often fluctuating range, the possibility of Mother 
Nature's whims and fancies? 

Like many of you, I spent this past President's Day Monday 
holiday sitting in front of the TV, watching these prolific prog- 
nosticators tell us what we already knew at that point: that a 
severe snow storm — no, a blizzard — was making its up the 
eastern seaboard and was about to clobber New England. Sud- 
denly I became fascinated with their plight and I couldn't help 
compare how one Boston-based stuffed suit standing in front of 
a nifty computer-generated weather map could be making such 
blanket, "doom and gloom" statements while another was less 
dramatic and far more conservative in his assessment of the 
"Birthday Blizzard," as some news producer so cleverly dubbed 
it — as in the Presidents' Birthday Blizzard, get it? 

When you get right down to it, their weather "reports" are 
often exercises in vague "what if" scenarios that really don't come 
as close to hitting the bullseye as they would like you to believe. 
That's why they give you a range of snow accumulation predic- 
tions ... it's always "8 to 12 inches" or "a foot or two" or "1 inch 
to 24 feet." In other words, we'll either get a heck of a lot of snow, 
or just a slight dusting, depending on the margin of error. 

Gee, thanks. 

What's so amusing and somewhat ironic in the aftermath of 
the recent commemoration of the silver anniversary of the Mother 
of All Storms, "The Blizzard of '78," is that even with all the tech- 
nological advances we've made in the last 25 years, we still don't 
have any reliable, surefire way to predict such forces of nature. It 
remains very much an educated guessing game in which one 
weathercaster tries to outdo the others in getting as close to ac- 
curacy as possible. They might as well be throwing darts at an 
elaborate dartboard in which the points have been converted to 
"snow in inches." I sometimes suspect that's how they come up 
with their precipitation totals, anyway. 

Thinking back to the previous weekend, my memory of pre- 
dicted snowfall for Monday and Tuesday surely didn't suggest a 
blizzard-in-the-making. In fact, I remember watching one weather 



report which suggested we might have some mixed rain and / or 
snow, depending on the trek of the "low pressure" and "high 
pressure" systems — terms which I'm convinced these weather 
gurus have concocted to make us all feel dumb when it comes to 
"meteorology." To paraphrase that report as succinctly as I can 
recall: if these "pressure systems" moved one way, we'd get sig- 
nificant snowfall. If they moved another way, we wouldn't. In 
short, depending on which direction the wind blows, we may or 
may not get a lot of snow. 

To me, that's about as reliable as listening to Aunt Sadie, 
who can tell if it's going to get cold if her bunions throb or that 
it's going to snow if her ankles start to ache. Come to think of it, 
I think Aunt Sadie might have about the same track record for 
predicting these type of weather events. 

What's even more disconcerting is how most of these weath- 
ermen (and I hesitate to use the PC-preferred weatheweople only 
because there aren't as many women in the field, which may sug- 
gest why their predictions are so inaccurate) all seem to bristle 
and get excited when even the slightest hint of a major storm is 
on the horizon. I secretly think they're getting some type of sick 
pleasure for having to endure last year's lackluster winter. Once 
the "Winter Storm" officially became the "Birthday Blizzard" — 
the difference between which I can only assume has something 
to do with increased wind gusts and the lack of bread and milk 
on supermarket shelves — these weather wolves started inter- 
rupting important shows like Judge Joe Brown and Family Feud 
just to "update" everyone on the potential total snow accumula- 
tion ... inch by inch, hour by hour. 

This, of course, was for the benefit of all those watching at 
home, apparently locked in their closets with their television sets, 
unable to peer outside to see the snow for themselves. 

Having spent my entire life in New England — and yes, 
having lived through that dreaded "Blizzard of '78" — I've come 
to expect a fair amount of storm activity during the winter 
months. Why, then, does every significant snowfall have to be 
turned into a major "storm event," requiring its own special name 
and nifty onscreen logo? It's winter in New England. We get snow. 
Sometimes a lot of snow. I know I've learned to deal with it along 
with many others. I wish these meteorologists would learn to 
deal with it as well.
